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the mandate of the UN forces in the 
Golun, thus signalling that he 
preferred nut to fight there. By su 
doing, Assad came to a decision 
which made the position of his 
forces in Lebanon almost desperate. 
They were likely to be engaged ina 
war with an Israeli army which, for 
the first time in the history of 
Syrian-Israeli confrontation, was 
superior in quantity of men and 
arms, not to speak of qualily. 

After some hours of fighting on 
June 6, Assad’s thoughts became 
clearer. As in the Litani Operation 
in 1978 and the israeli-PLO conflict 
of July 1981, Syria would not in- 
tervene unless itself attacked, and 
even then, only in highly sensitive 
locations. 

There were three such spots: 
O the eastern sector of South 
Lebanon, the ureu north-east of 
Hasbaya, which is the gateway to 
the Bekua Valicy; 
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further on, to the Damuscus-Beirut 
read, the control of which was we Evert Deer 
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stunding up te an Israeli onslaught; 
Othe area of Beirut, which had as- 
sumed enormous political impor- 
lance, since the presence of Syrian 
forces in Beirut enabled Assad to 
exert pressure on the Lebanese 
president and government. 


OVERALL, Syria's inactivily for 
most of the day of June 6 meant 
that Syria wished to keep out of the 
fighting, A series of deliberate 
leaks came out of Damascus, ac- 
cording to which Syrian forces had 
been advanced to certain points in 
Lebanon. It was the Syrian way — 
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- about 1,000 Palestinians Πνὶ 


LEBANON'S southern port. oly 
wis the sile of the country’s largest 
refigue camp -— Ain Hilwe, almost 
alof which was raed by the Israel 
Defence Forces during heuse-to- 
house battles with the PLO during 
the first week uf Operation Peuce 
tar Galilee. But Ain Hilwe, which 
Probably Aouused 45,000  Palesti- 
nians, was not the only place 
Palestinians lived in the Sidon area. 
While Ain Hilwe was inside the 
municipal limits of Sidon, Mixomia 
was ἢ few kilometres away, wi the 
edge ‘of the hillside villages of the 
sime name which is one of the few 
Maronite towns in.uw predominantly 
Shi'a area of South Lebunon. The 
Miaomii camp was left virtually un- 
touched, because the IDF forces 
met no resistance when they arrived 
(here on the second day of the war. 
In addition to the about 50,000 
Palestinians in the camps at the 
beginning of town, there were also 
g in 
Sidon itself, They lived there with 
about 160,000 other Sidonese — 
mostly Shi'a Moslems, with τὰ few 
Christians us well — according lo 
Amnon Moser, the Afula contrae- 
τοῦ who was head of the military ad- 
ministration in the city during the 
first month of Iseaeli presence, 


WHO ARE Sidon's Palestinians? 
They ure not, in most cases, PLO 
terrorists or even Palestinian ac- 
tivists, ulthough that may be the 
vase in some isolated instances. A 
few of the Sidonese Palestinian 
males ure interned in the Ansar 
camp for suspected PLO prisoners, 
but many remain in Sidon, Those 
given clearance by the Israeli 
authorities invariably are from the 
group known in today's Lebanon as 
“legal refugees.” 

Palestinians 1 spoke to took great 
pains to distinguish this group, their 
own, from the “illegal fighters" who 
brought “the revolution” with them 
when they came to Sidon from 
Jordan in 1967-1970, 

Although the 1948 mass of 
refugees was certainly a fertile 
tecruiting ground — sometimes by 
force, they claim — for the PLO, it 


fs the 1967-70 arrivals which most - 


Lebanese in Sidon hold to blame for 
making their lives hellish during the 
lust’ seven’ years, When a Sidonesce 
demands that the. (DF expel, the 
“Palestinian cancer,” his reference 
is always, to the mukaribin, or 
fighters, and only sometimes to the 
larger refugee group, ; 

U began my investigation into the 
Palestinian comnvunity at the top of 
the social order with Nadia, born in 
Acre, the wife of a Sidonese intel- 
\ectual and, even before sho mar- 
ried him, the holder of a Lebanese 
passport. This green document, its 
hard cover crowned by a gilded 
cedar; makes Nadia one of the 
-privileged, Unlike the Greek 
Orthodox and Maronite Palesti- 
nians of Gush Halav and Haifa, un- 
like the Shi'a Paicstinians, Sunni 
Moslem Palestinians were rarely 
permitied to become citizens of 
Lebanon.

Like πον of Une Palestinians whe 
seltled long age in Sidon's Lebanese 
quarters, Nadia is not the daughter 
of afelfah, Her futher was a clerk in 
Acre’s civil court befare [lecing 
north in 1948 with his eight 
children. They came by sea lo 
Sidon, where relatives housed them 
rent-free for three years. 

“Because we had family here, we 
never had to go to the camps,” ext 
plained Nadia in good English, “I 
know muny others who came 
to Sidon and Beirut and im- 
mediately moved into the cities, 
because they had cither re- 
Jatives, friends, or money. My 
father never really re-established 
himself here. He was 55 when the 
war broke out. But my older 
brothers worked while continuing 
their studies at the local high 
school. | think we got money from 
UNRWA for the first year or two, 
bur not after thal because we 
weren't living in the camps. My 
education was paid for by my 
brothers, who took on the respon- 
sibility of suppdrting everyone, 

“In 1958, with the help of our 
relatives, we become Lebanese 
citizens, We wanted citizenship 
because it made il easier to work 
and move around freely, Also, 
though everyone would fike to live 
in his own country, someone like 
me doesn’t know anything about 
Palestine. We don't even have fami- 
ly there; almost everyone ran to 
Jordan and Syria. And maybe, when 
you have everything you need, you 
stop thinking about Palestine,” 

Nadia grew up feeling Lebanese. 
So did her siblings, all but one of 
whom remained in Sixon (an older 
brother now lives in Europe), As a 


‘result, when the PLO first set up of- 


fices in Ain Hilwe, although no oné 
in her family was against the 
organization, they found no reason 


to have contact with the milltante _ 


elther. 

“My only problem was the same 
as any other Lebanese living in 
Sidon. When the PLO became very 
strong militarily, they began to run 
the cily and recruited people who 
didn’t have manners. Not only 
Palestinians, but Lebanese and 
foreigners too. As time went on, the 
leadership couldn't control the rank 
and file, who did what they plensed. 
They were like thieves who would 
Steal from their mothers, And they 
didn't differentiate between me, 
born in Acre, and a Lebanese born 
in Sidon, | didn’t dare to wear gold 
jewelry in the streets.” 


WERE THERE other Moslem 
Palestinians tike Nadia who became 
Lebanese? Or who, contrary to PLO 
propaganda, would have become 
Lebanese given the ‘chance, aban- 
doning forever their dreams of 
returning home? 

“I tried for a long time to get 
Lebanese nationality,” sald 58-year- 
old Munir, a greying elementary- 
school teacher originally from 
Sha‘ab village near Acre. “Many of 
those who came in 1948 suc- 
ceeded, though they had'to pay for

Those | talked to scemed to ac- 
cept that Israel is τι fact of life that 
will never go away. They were not 
bitter — indeed, they sounded 
hopeful. 
Their dealings with the IDF have 


neither monsters or killers — 
“unlike the Phalange, which is muk- 
ing our lives a nightmare.” In fact, 
like Munir and his sons, they too in- 
sist that given the opportunity they 
would gladly live in the Jewish State 
as Arab citizens, serving in the army 
and enjoying the sociat benefits. 
That chance denied them, as 
former residents of Galilee they 
say they prefer Lebanon 
to a Palestinian state on the 
West Bank run by some of those 
who coerced their sons into joining 
the PLO. They do not want to live in 
another Arab country. “We know 
what they will do to us,” was @ 
phrase 1 beard several times, 

Four hundred of Miaomiu’s sons 
are currently imprisoned in Ansar 
and some of them, refugees claim, 
joined the PLO because they had no 
choice, Teenagers were frequently 
drafted while walking down the 
Streets. Those who attended 
UNRWA's Siblin technical school, 
which 10 years ago was considered 
the guarantee of a good future, were 
forced to serve in Fatah before gel- 
ting their diplomas, They also saw 
the PLO leadership growing rich, 
building villns on the slopes of Ain 
Hilwe, and buying sleek cars while 
they, the 1948 refugecs, remained if 
Miaomis, dependent for money on 
the sons they had laboured hard to 
educnie and shipped to the Gulf. 

The alienation between the resi- 
dents of Minomia and the PLO, 
which maintained four offices in the 
cump and stationed soldiers and 
foreign mercenaries in the adjacent 
fields, apparently began before the 
IDF invaded Lebanon, For when 
the {sraelis entered Sidon, the 
refugees drove the PLO out of the 
cump, determiried to protect ‘their 
families and homes. ‘They would 
have done it earlicr, | was told, bul 
couldn't because the PLO wielded 
power. ᾿

We were told that we would be 
feuving on Sunday. Sunday came 
and went and we were still in our 
archard.

THEN, ON TUESDAY evening of 
the third week of the war, the shy 
fell in.

Some 
monster broken free of its chains 
that lashes out regardless uf the 
humanily within its ranks?

“IF it isn't, there is something 
drastically wrong," 1 concluded. 

All day we workeal like fiends, 
lugging 50 kilo shells, fusing them, 
sclling the fuses, opening boxes of 
charges and removing the sacks, 
loading cannons, aiming and firing. 
Time and time again. The wadi 
behind each cannon filled with the 
refuse of war, empty boxes, broken 
pallets, stecl bunds, paper, plastic 
and cloth. 

Αἱ times the firing was so intense 
that we had no warning. We plug- 
ged our cars with anything we could 
find — cigarette filters, cotton wool, 
flannelette — anything. 


TOWARDS THE end of the day a 
new ccase-fire was announced, It 
didn't hold. The Communications 


“Ministry came with about 50 ° 


telephones. They were sirung out 
on ahill above the artillery. When | 
finally got through to my mother, 
she asked, Where are you phoning 
from?" I said, “Just wait a minute. 
You'll hear." No sooner had 1 said 
that than one of our cannons fired. | 
teassured her that it was ours. 
Throughout the day Katyusha 
rockets had been falling in our area. 
At times we saw black smoke above 
the ridge in front of us. I noticed 
that some men moved a few metres 
away from our ammo pile each time 
there was an explosion. [ .didn’'t 
think standing a few metres away 
would make any difference if a 
Katyusha landed on us, so I stayed 
where § was, Later | realized that I 
had been too busy all day to think 
About my fears, 
In the evening Rali asked me how 
I felt, I said, quoting Oppenheimer 
after the first atom bombs were 
uséd, “We have blood on our 
hands."

there. One battle just seemed to lay 
the groundwork.for the next.

my first leave. On Friday night, at a 
friend's home, I expressed my reser- 
vations about war in general. One 
elderly gentleman there said | was 
wrong; he argued that Israel has a 
right to destroy its enemies, and that 
I would see things differently in 20 
years’ time. 1 told him that killing is 
ἢ two-way street and that | would 
like to hear him say those things at 
his son's funeral, ᾿ 

He said he would say exactly the 


“same thing at his son’s funeral. He 


accused me of lack of faith and 


‘stalked off. I thought, but didn't say, - 


that he was very (ree with his son’s 
blood. And that's a large part of the 
trouble: too many people are too 
free with other people's blood. 


OVER THE weekend our unit was 
moved to a new position, the area 
that we -had shelled and that had 
been vacated by the Syrians, We 
spent 20 gruelling hours on a bus 
and arrived at 1.30 on Monday 
morning. The area, we were told, 
was strewn with live shells and we 
were not to move around. - 

Later on Monday morning we 
took up our new position, which 
was on a hillside opposite the 


‘Syrians. ’ 


An abandoned house, still under 
construction, Was near our 
emplacement. It was hg haar 
furnished with plush red chairs wit! 
gilded frames. It made a perfect 
casino and all week everyone 
played cards, dominoes, chess and 
checkers there, 

Throughout the area we saw 
evidence of our shelling. Fragments 
‘of shrapnel, ragged and razor sharp; 


‘lay about everywhere. | saw trees 


with deep gashes in them; som= of ° 
the smaller trees were either cut or 
blown in two, ; ᾿ 
-One afternoon in the middle of 
the weck 1 heard the chirping of - 
young birds from a-.nest: on- the 


porch of the house. where we slept. . 


One of the nestlings had fallen to 
the ground. I said to Ell, “The 
mother must be dead; probably kil- 
led by our shelling. Shall we put it 
back in the nest?" His answer was,- 
“David, there's. nothing we can do,” 
That evening, before I went to bed, I 
saw a scrowny cat on the prow). The 
next day the nestling was gone and 
by the end of the week the chirping 
had ceased. They were all dead, 
three more cagualties. . 

That week Eli got sick and 
spent a night in the clinic. While 
visiting him, [ watched the doctor 
take a piece of shrapnel out of a lit- 
tle boy's neck, He was p beautiful 
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lithe buy. He hardly winced during 
the uperation. 

Fiting “as constantly going on 
ever our heads. The Phalangiss 
shooting i the Syrians, the Druse at 
the Muslems, and the Moslems at 
the Christians. We heard sporadic 
fire from Beirut, and nearer 
“home'’ our sappers kept 
detonating unexploded shells.

We listened to the news as we had 
never listened before. Every hour 
on the hour, in Hebrew and in 
Taglisti, Kol Yisrael, the Vuive of 
America and the BEC, We came to 
hate the World Service for its 
slunderous reporting. Every report 
began with the “bclenguered 
Palestinian fighters in besieged 
West Beirut.” Hadn't Isracl atso 
been beleugucred and besieged for 
the past 34 years? 

Quoting from the Daily Express of 
July 9 In their press review, the BBC 
commentator read: “(The Israelis] 
laid waste to half the country — a 
thousand eyes for an eye, a thou- 
sand teeth for a tooth... children of 
the Palestinians paying for the sins 
of the Europeans.” 

-That the BBC, which prides itself 

on balance had accuracy, even 
deigned to air such false and 
malicious exaggeralions made us 
burst oul in derisive laughter. 
: L also took to cutting out maps 
from newspapers to help us follow 
the news, 1 felt deep resentment at 
being reduced to a black arrow on a 
map indicating troop movements, It 
is so easy to look at those maps and 
sec only arrows and not men, suffer- 
ing, injury and death. 

In the field 1 was hopelessly un- 
able to concentrate on reading. All [ 
could read were the jokes in a few 
old Reader's Digesis ny father had 
given me. But Eli and [ found whit- 
thing wood extremely therapeutic, L 
made a ship and a totem pole, while 
Eli concentrated on carving spoons 
and knives for kitchen uso, ᾿ 


. ON ἙΕΙΌΑΥ night, at the end οἵ 
the fourth week, our chief cook 
Yehezkiel, a. Russian. oleh from 
Beersheba, really outdid. himself. 
Using only tins of ἐμ (tinned meat) 
and some local spices, he prepared 


delicious meat patties. With: side- 


dishes ‘of . chips, tomato salad, 
houmus and olives, we had a fenst. 
A Iriend had sent me candies, which 
we used both to illuminate the occa- 
sion and to commemorate Shabbat. 
".Natan, @ convert from France 
who works as a postman while 


learning of ἃ yeshiva, brought a bot- - 


tle of wine from home. He made 
kiddush, People I didn’t think had a 


religious bone in their bodies, 
respectfully covered their heads and 


chanted along with Natan. 


The conclusion of our next leave 


found Eli and me waiting together 
for the bus north. We sat in a 
restaurant at Rosh Hanikra. | asked 
Eli how he felt. 

“Emotionally?” he asked. 

I said, “No, 1 meant physically. | 
know how you feel emotionally. 

I told Eli that 1 had discussed 
leaving the cuuntry with my mother, 
and had concluded that 1 couldn't 
see myself living anywhere else. Eli 
said he felt pretty much the same, 
and then added, “Anyway, thil’s

We gor back on Thursday, On 
briday afternoon ἃ bigh-ranking ot- 
fiver dressed us. “Our ant 
alone,” he said, “shut — more shells 
ἀπ ches war Chun all dhe sells shat in 
the Six Day War.” 

I ean't say that hearing this made 
me ferl good or prond, but if it 
helped save the life of even one 
Isracli suldier on the Trant, it was 
worth it, On the other hand, the 
amount of money we spent could 
probably have buill a hospital, 

Vriday evening we hid another 
festive medl, this time for the whole 
battery. In the background, steady 
fire came from Beirut. As the sun 
set its light wus replaced by the 
orange-red glow of exploding shells 
on the horizon. We sat around u* 
table singing songs al the top of our 
voices. I said to Uri, who was neat 
to me, “Isn't this ubsurd? It’s the 
craziest army!" 

In his deeply accented English, he 
said, “They're totally disorganized, 
but (hey sure do know how to fight. 
In some ways you have [0 admire 
the Israelis." 

He always says everything in the 
third person, as though somehow he 
is not a part of if. But then again, 
he's always leaving the country. 

At 11.00 o'clock that night ἃ 
(30mm shell whistled directly over 
our position and Janded behind us. [ 
sat up in my sleeping bag, ubsolutely 
shocked. We were ordered into the 
tanks. After an hour, it was back to 
bed, The next day 1 was ill. 1 don't 
know whether it was the shock or 
the food. 


ON THE following Sunday we left 
Lebanon. We rode through Aley, 
down the Beirut-Damescus -road 
which the Syrians had so recently. 
- occupied. At Damour, while we 
were waiting for the buses to come, 
two shells landed just across - the 
road ‘from where we stood. Our 
mouths hung open as a jeep shot out 
between ihe two puffs of smoke. 

We heard the final game of the 
World Cup on the bus that Sunday 
evening, and by midnight we were 
back at our home base. 

Our last week was spent in golling 
our artillery pieces ready for the 
next war, Never had we done such a 
thorough maintenance job. on our 
weapons. ‘Men and officers worked 
together right up to the hour of our 
release. 

On the last day, Eli was talking to 
some of the men..He announced in 
his usual forthright manner, "1 am 
Hot a Zionist.” Then he added with 
a chuckle, "But is this country so 
bed that you have to be a Zionist to 
live here? a 
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SEEN FROM the hills south-cast of 
the city, Beirut al night revenls its 
split personality. In the castern half 
lights sparkle from the stores, 
restaurants and apartment 
buildings. People move about and 
life goes on “as usual,” as the cliche 
leads us to believe. 

To the wesl, however, α huge 
murky chasm opens up in the heart 
of the oily, as blacked-out West 
Beirut sits another ight in 
darkness, waiting. To the south near 

" the airport a few lights flicker, clos- 
ing the ring that the IDF has put 
around the terrorists’ stronghold. 
Along this ring running from the 
north-east to the south-west, sit 


- thousands of our troops, wailing. 


Machine-gun fire from the 
refugee camps in the southern part 
of West Beirut breaks the uncom- 
fortable silence that has settled over 
the city. The cease-fire here is an 
unstable affair and the sound of 

- light-arms fire is probably as com- 
mon now as was once the roar and 
whine of jet aircraft at Beirut Air- 
port. Gunfire has become an urban 
background noise for people on 
both sides of the line,

-MORNING. Sunlight’ masks the 
schizophrenia of the Mediterranean 
metropolis now stretched oul 
before. us, The two parts of the city 
are no longer sharply distinguished, 
ckeeet for some of the thinly- 
populated areus in the south, where 
patches of no-man's-lund separate 
our lines from the terrorists. The 
-“erates” have vanished, to be 
replaced by-blocks of fluts, most of 
which. range from one to four 
sioreys, Ὁ Bad 
Later we descend to one of our 
forward positions at the University 
‘of Lebanon'at Reihan, which faces 
Burj cl-Barajne across about 500. 


; Metres of open space, In this campus al - 
* war, the Merkava tanks and the ar- 


moured personnel carriers of the 
garrison are parked on the ground 


floor of the science faculty or are 
standing ut alert behind the earthen 
ramparts of the positions Nanking 
the main building. 

Barrelling into the parking lot of 
the science faculty after an unsettl- 
ing ride through a stretch of 
open ground, we are unprepared for 
the sight that greets us. Soldiers 
stand casually at the sink and 
shower set up next to the parking 
lot, doing their washing or just 
shooting the breeze. Inside, on the 
ground ‘floor of the building, some 
soldiers are sitting down to 
breakfast, while others are playing 
shesh-besh or ping-pong. 

Between this placid scene and the 
machine-gun and sniper fire that 
has been crupting occasionally this 
morning stands a sturdy concrete 
barrier formed by the pillars and 
walls of the building and just to 
make sure — a high, earthen ram- 
part, courtesy of the IDF, that 
keeps us out of the terrorists’ direct 
line of fire, One hopes that the 
Lebanese contractors who built this 
edifice didn’t skimp on materials. 

Our guide around the premises is 
Larry, an American who came to 
tsrael 10 years‘ago, He tells us that 
the first fighting.on the Campus took 

. Place between the terrorists and the 
Phalangisté, ‘who were trying to dig- 
lodge them trom this strategic loca- 
tion. The terrorist forces were 
helped by-Syrian troops, who were 
then thrown out by the IDF when it. 


began nibbling away at the terrorist - 


positions in- the southern part of 
Beirut. Signs in the building in- 
‘dicate that classes were held here 
until shortly before the war started, 
The fighting for control of the 
Campus and the shooting and shell- 
ing since: then-haye taken their toll, 
Shaitered glass lies in piles or 
strewn about in-all the offices and 
classrooms and laboratories. Water 
from burst pipes covers a main pas-

CHARLES HOFFMAN visits

“We were in Paris when I heard 
about the fighting. On Saturday, 
the day before our forces crossed 
into Lebanon, when the air force 
bombed terrorist targets there, 1 
called home and heard that my unit 
wanted me back. Since the Israeli 
Embassy was closed Saturday and 
Sunday, I had to wait till Monday to 
arrange my flight home. 

“After saying hello to my family 
‘In Haifa on Monday night, I was at 
the border early Tuesday morning. 
When I got to Tyre, 1 spotted a tank 
from my unit, and rode north in it 
to join them.”

Composers and teachers seem to 
have less of a problem — they need 
only an instilution, school, conser- 
vatory, academy or university, for a 
base in which they can earn their 
livelihood. 

An appreciable number of Israeli 
conductors live abroad because 
Israe] was too small for their expan- 
sive ambitions. The call of “the 
geod life" abroad has always been 
strong, and musicians are perhaps 
the most restless of any professional 
group. The question is whether 
these conductors maintain their 
links with the country and return 
frequently for visits or as conduc- 
tors, or if they have been as- 
similated into the fabric of their new 
domiciles, often suppressing their 
origins or their connections with 
Israel.

who would gladly return if they had 
a place here to employ their ex- 
perience and talents.

For singers, the situation is most 
discourrging. Few vocalists are so 
advanced and versatile that they 
can find enough opportunities to 
perform, let alone provide an in- 
come that will support themselves 
and their families.

least, visit Israel every year or lwo 
to perform here. 


DAVID OISTRAKH Is being com- 
memorated by a book on his life und 
art, published by Lexicon 
Publishing House (Ρ.0.Β. 6642, 
Jerusalem — 183 pps, ill. No price 
stated), Yuacov Soroker, who knew 
Oistrakh nearly all his life, has col” 
tected many memorabilia concern- 
ing the master. Soroker, a viola 
player with the Jerusalem 
Symphony Orchestra, is obviously 
still linked to the past and, in par- 
ticular, to the adoration of the great 
violinist. 

This is not a detailed biography 
but more of an essay, pointing out 
main events and quoting from let- 
ters and talks. Oistrakh’s per- 
sonality appears in both positive 


and negative views — his attitude to . 


art and his compliance with the 


and un-English syntax (‘dhe men- 
Uoned eatlier article’ and similar 
constructions) mar the edition, 
Also, the information that a violin is 
tuned in pure filth seems rather in- 
sulting to the reader, who could be 
credited with knowing this, as he 
might be expected to recognize 
Latin when quotations in that 
language appear. And, of course, 
the writer misses no opportunity to 
stress his intimate knowledge of and 
his friendship with Oistrakh. This 
human weakness is understandable 
in a man living much in the past. 

The book is a rich source of infor- 
mation about the artist and about 
the cultural and political scene in 
Russia. 

There are some enlightening 
vignettes on Prokofiev, 
Shostakovich, and other performing 
artists of the past decades in the 
USSR — which makes reading this 
book a worthwhile experience. GC

This 
developed into a Full menu, which is 
offered in the evening, 

The proprietor, Shai, stressed 
that he never intended to provide 
haute cuisine: what he had in mind 
was fairly standard fare. The result, 
however, falls somewhere between 
the two. 

Stepping into the coo! dark pub 
for lunch, after a few hours of Tel 
Aviv's humid heat, is indeed a relief. 
The atmosphere is one of friendly 
informality, without the unprofes- 
sional lack of service that 
sometimes accompanies it,

A 
few whole slices of cucumber nicely 
balanced the fincly chopped 
cucumber that made up the bulk of 
the soup, and a littte chopped pickle 
rounded out the taste, 


FOR THE main course there waa a 
good selection of steaks, spare ribs 
in honey and soy sauce und 
stroganoff;. however, I chose to re- 
main in the fishy realm with a trout 
in walnut sauce. And I was not at all 
sorry about this. The fish was well 
cooked and the sauce, which [ 
suspect contained sour cream, wis 
delicate enough to complement it 
without overpowering it. 

All too often I have ordered trout 
in local restaurants where its elusive 
faste is not given the respect it 
deserves and the fish is smothered 
in cheese or brutalized with sweet

My companion had shrimp in a 
butter and garlic sauce, a standard 
dish served in non-kosher 
restaurants all over the country, 
The only surprises in such a dish 
could only be negative, and there 
were no surprises.

ECHOES of the Sixties all over the 
place this week, beginning with The 
Tim Wardin Memurial Album 
{Phonokol). In the midst of making 
yet another altempt at a comehack, 
Hardin overdosed on heroin in 
December 1980.

THIS WEEK we saw on the televi- 
sion two people who were really too 
naive for the sophisticated world in 
which we live. One was Congress- 
min Paul McCloskey, who fell 
hook, line and sinker for Yasser 
Arafat's bill of goods (now that 1 
think of it, Arafat's smile does re- 
mind me of that of a second-hand- 
cur salesman.) The other wus Lova 
Eliuv, who appeared on Ram 
Evron’s This is the Time. 

Afler Eliav had outlined his plan 
to help the Palestinian refugees in 
Lebanon, his concept of a peaceful 
federation between Israel, Jordan 
and a Palestinian state, and his un- 
shaken belief in the basic values of 
the Lubour Movement, as distinct 
from the Labour Party, Evron ex- 
claimed, “Some people call you 
Don Quixote!” Eliay answered stur- 
dily, “When Iam accused of being 
naive, T reply that what | recom-

He contended that we should 
help the Palestinian refugees in 
Lebanon, as weil as the Lebunese 
victims of the war, to get through

, This should obviously be our at- 
litude about the Palestinians. Yet 
here we have Lova, with his outlan- 
dish Quixotic concepts of the 
Zionist mission, carrying on as if 
they are real people, One of his 
remarks that convinced me that he 
is completely out of touch with the 
Israel of today was his statement, 
“The Palestinian refugees are a 
problem for us because we are all 
sons of Abraham.” Has he never 
heard of a part of a family being dis- 
inherited? 


HIS REFERENCE to the patriarch 
teminded me of what his fellow- 
simpleton McCloskey said when he 
emerged from his interview with 
Prime Minister Menachem Begin. 
McCloskey asked, “Do you destroy 
ἃ whole crowd in a football stadium 
because there may be one terrorist 
among them?" No doubt the 
Premier had put to him, as he did 
Once to the Knesset, his solution to 
the dilemma of what should have

innocent people. . 

The mention of Abraham and 
McCloskey’s question reminded me 
of one of the loveliest passages in 
the Bible (Genesis 18), in which 
Abraham bargains with the Lord in 
an effort to save Sodom and 
Gomorrah, Abraham argues that it 
would be far from the Lord “to slay 
the righteous with the wicked" — 


what if there were 50 righteous men * 


inSodom? The Lord agrees that he 
would then spare the wicked city, 
Abraham goes on, cutting down ihe 
figure to 10 righteous men. An in- 
genious and brave effort, but of 
course it did not help, since Sodom 
could not come up with the neces- 
sary quota, and so was given the 
West Beirut treatment. 

Abraham, of course, was as naive 
as Eliav. If anyone had the temerity 
to negotiate with the Lord in similar 
circumstances these days, he would 
insist on the destruction of a wicked 
city if it harboured one wicked man 
among all its righteous inhabitants.

But, he claimed, this 
human stampede was even more 
horrifying, because it was a frozen 
stampede. Sv, now, with the 
refugees in Lebanon. They rush to 
Beirut to get away from the war in 
the south, then they rush back south 
to get away from Beirut. Then they 
stand still. And everywhere they 
suffer. 


ONE OF THE great achievements 
of the Israel Government in Opera- 
tion Peace for Galilee has been to 
get across to the world the message 
that extreme lefl-wingers, milder 
left-wingers, parlour pinks, 
urmchair liberals and well-meaning 
but simple idealists like Eliav have 
been trying in vain to preach for 
yeurs — the Palestinians arc a 
Separate entily, a nation, a people 
different from the other Arabs of 
the Middle Eust. 

Israel's new message then goes 
on, since they are a separate nation, 
which cannot be absorbed by 
another Arab nation like Lebanon, 
it fallows logically that they are en- 
titled to a homeland of their own. 
What all the reds and pinks argued 


on principle, the right wing has 
Prosed wilh Bismarckian blood 
and iron. 

For decades, our own Foreign 
Ministry produced brilliant and 
convincing propaganda proving that 
the refugees from what had been 
Palestine should be absorbed in 
their host Arab nations. The argu- 
ment was supported by facts from 
20 countries: over 50 million 
refugees had been driven from their 
homes in the course of the great 
convulsions thal took place “during 
and afler World War Ul. None of 
them had returned to the homes 
they had abandoned: instead they 
had become energetic, productive 
and useful cilizens of the countries 
that provided them with havens. 

If others could do this, so the 
argument ran, surely the Aribs of 
the Middle East could do us much 
for their own kith and kin, their 
fellow-Aribs who spoke the same 
language, worshipped in the sane 
mosques, and shared a common 
culture. 

Now we have proved, beyond all 
doubt, that any Arab country play- 
ing host to the Palestinians is in- 
viting its own destruction. Look ut 
what they did to poor Lebanon! 
Destruction and torture and rape 
and unlimited terror! No wonder 
nobody ἰς prepared to take them as 
8 gift, wrapped up in a handsome 
parcel, from ambassador Philip 


Habib. 

Golda Meir wrote in her 
aulobrography about the truumiatic 
effect on her of the Evian 
Conference on Refugees in 1939. 
Every civilized country in the world 
gathered at this charming spa to 
decide who would accept Jewish 
refugees. Not a single volunteer was 
found, 1982 will be similarly 
remembered as the year when the 
world turned ils back on the Palesti- 
nian refugees. 


EVERYONE is blaming the Army 
Spokesman, the Foreign Ministry, 
the Press Information Office and 
anyone else charged with bur- 
nishing Israet’s image for the fact

although we liberated the Lebanese 
Christians from the PLO. 

Personally, 1 think that blaming 
the Spokesman is rather like 
Cleopatra flogging the messenger 
who brought her a report that Mark 
Antony had married the sister of 
Octavius, When we Israelis are 
revolled by the filma we see and the 
reports we read, it is hurd to sec 
how the information people cun cx- 
plain what is going on to the test of 
the world, even assuming that they 
are ποὶ predisposed to be crilical of 
the Jewish state.

AN UNUSUAL precedent at the 
Israel Museum is an exhibition of 
works by 31 Israeli und American 
artists who have been associated at 
one time or another with Bertha Ur- 
dang, a veteran Jerusatem gallery- 
owner who now runs a gallery in 
New York City. The show is a 
“uibute" to Usdang on her 70th 
birthday and all the works are being 
donated to the Museum, in most 
cases by the artists. 

The donations are evidently the 
justification for the Museum's 
hosting a tribute to a private gallery 
owner. This writer's opinion haz 
always been thal never the twain 
should meet; in the nat so distunt 
pust there were unforgivuble syin- 
biotic relationships between {srael 
Museuni curators and private gal- 
leries, of a nuture thal the more 
recently formulated ethics rules 
have now proscribed. Urdang 
herself is a post master of 
manipulating the closing of the 
gallery-collector-museum triangle. 

The Museum's defence is thal the 
tribute is that of the artists, not the 
Museum (although its press release 
Says the opposite); and that the 
Museum, which cannot afford to 
look gift horses in the mouth, is 
getling a series of fine works for 
nothing as a result, The Museum 
describes Bee Hoffman, an old 
friend of the Museum and of Ur- 
dang, 85 the “moving spirit” behind 
the show. An impeccable Museum 
source revealed to me that an earlier 
Urdang suggestion thal she mount 
an Urdang Gallery show at the 
Museum in her own honour, was 
turned down Tlat. 

Bertha herself is a woman posses- 
sed. Her capacity for incessant self- 
congratulation is equalled only by 
the intensity of her conviction that 
the artist she is showing at the mo- 
ment is a mdjor find.

The Aggressive Seven 


Gil Goldfine 


THE paintings and drawings by 
seven young women in this group 
summer show at a store-(ront gallery 
are conspicuously aggressive und 
anti-establishment. Bold, non- 
conformist and “progressive” are 
the seven, but magnificent they arc 
not. By chance or design, the com- 
mon denominators that bind them 
into a loosely knit faction are a 
predisposition for gargantuan, 
‘rueful, figurative subjects (usually 
female), exaggerated use of all the 


elements of art at their disposal, a, 


willingness to experiment with 
techniques and materials and a 
tendency to use large formats. 


Nili Herman intersperses green 
contour drawings of extinct 
dinosaurs among vignettes of 
erotically posed nude females. The 
amalgamation of these diverse, 
repetitive, images becomes stranger 
yet by their association with poster 
size exhibitionist females gyrating 
within a backdrop of electric-blue 
fields highlighted by yellow polka 
dots, The eccentricity is derived 
from considered acts of sen- 
sationalism rather than carefully 
planned compositions; finesse is 
eclipsed by indiscriminate use of 
objects designed to rupture one's 
sense of balance. 


Tamar Z. Hurvitz is more of α 
pure expressionist, Her pronounced 
mannerisms and wild palette ure 
derived from De Kooning and the 
CoBrA school, a combination that 
can ruffle the most steadfast 
aesthetic senses, Hurvitz’s descrip.

All day Thursday, elements of 
two infantry units were engaged in 
laboriously rooting out the Syrians, 
which blocked the advance of the 
hundreds of vehicles now piling up 
around Damour. A decision was 
taken lo move some of the forces 
around Damour to the east in order 
to approach Beirut as quickly as 
possible, from the south-east. 

Udi's unit was among the first to 
move out lo the cast, along with a 
paratroop unil, and their mission 
was to smash the Syrian forces 
along the way to Beirut. But they 
first had to move through Damour. 

“Damour had been taken on 
Wednesday,” continued Udi, “but 
it had still not been cleaned out, 
And there we were, strung out at 
night along the road through the 
town like ducks, ugain waiting for 
the road ahead to clear, There was 
an ambush ahead and vur column 
was held up. We could hear the 
fighting in Damour still going on as 
the remnunts of the terrorists were 
flushed out, And we were stuck, 
waiting apprehensively for whatever 
might strike from the darkness of 
this ghost town. We were lucky not 
to be ambushed. 

“Finally, lale at night, we could 
move,” 

Friday's cease-lire found Udi's 
unit in the hills east of Damour, 
after they had provided support for 
the paratroops in clearing out what 
appears to have been one of the 
toughest pockets of Syrian com- 
mandos faced so far. But the initlal 
cease-fire failed to hold, and the 
IDF exploited the still Muid situa- 
tion to push on to Beirut on Satur- 
day and Sunday. 

Udi's unit was the first Israeli ar- 
moured unit to link up with the 
Christians in the villages south-east 
of Beirut Saturday night. “There 
was Bashir Jemayel, members of the 
Lebanese general staff, rice, 
embraces — a real ‘victory’ celebra- 
tion and all that bullshit.”

A_ RELATIVELY infrequent form 
of sexual relense among suldiers al 
the front is masturbativn, and it muy 
he that the extreme luck of privacy, 
which many soldiers find irksome in 
general, affects this urea of 
behaviour as well. Homosexual rela- 
tions between straight men, which 
are known to take place in prison 
populations and in some armies, are 
virtually non-existent in the IDF. 

During the Yom Kippur War 
soldiers stationed ulung the Suez 
Canal claimed they saw prostitutes 
being brought to the officers of the 
Egyptian army. It is unclear 
whether such claims are based on 
fact; what is certain is that no such 
practice exists in the IDF. 

What happens when a woman ap- 
pears on the scene? A soldier who 
was doing his compulsory service 
during the Yom Kippur War relates 
that a female Italian photographer 
who visited his unil was visibly 
braless. “The guys just went crazy; 
their eyes almost feil out. But it was 
terribly frustrating." There is a note 
of bitterness in his voice, nine years 
later. 

Ala base in the south of the 
country where reservists waited lo 
be called into the war, an occasional 
woman appeared on the scene. The 
woman officer assigned to the unit 
‘was (he main object of discussion, 

Any other woman who entered 
the base was subjected to the same 
kind of appraisal, up to the moment 
she became identified as someone's 
wife or sister. As she attained in- 
dividuality, she simultancously lost 
her availability as an object, and 
talk about her ceased instantly. 

A 43-year-old private in the in- 
fantry, married and the father of 
two children, describes the 
behaviour of his group in Lebanon 
when 4 woman came inlo view. 
They hooted and whistled, seeming 
to feel protected as they moved in 
an anonymous pack. “Putling on a 
uniform,” he says, “makes you lose 
your individual identity. You feel as 
though you look like everyone else, 
and so your behaviour changes." A 
conscripted woman soldier, hearing 
this sniffed, “We just calt that 
‘reservist’s mentalily.” They'll hoot 
and whistle anytime they get near a 
woman — war or no war." ᾿

Soldiers in combat unity who 
have not yet been called tu the trout 
believe thal the mantle of hatile: 
weuriness will add τὰν their stature, 
and are apt 16 try τὸ convince their 
girlfriends at home that they are in 
the nudst of the fray. One solder 
calling home from u base 
somewhere in the north of Israel 
sounded quite convincing: “Hallo, 
can you hear me? These mubile 
Phones give lousy connections ... 
Yes, I'm doing all right, con. 
sidering.” Just then he made a slip, 
giving away the fact that he vould 
nor he in Lebanen. “Damn, the 
secretary here just brought me some 
coffee and she spilled it all over 
Te.” 


EVERYTHING said su fur must be 
considered in light uf the essential 
monogamy of Israeli soldiers. Those 
who are not married nre expected tu 
have a steady girlfriend and to be 
aspiring lo matrimony. A 30 
year-old bachelor reservist, 
just returned frem the front, 
recounts thal he invented a 
girlfriend just to keep his buddies 
from harassing him, Reservists 
frown on playboys, and use the 
derogatory title Rav-Shagal (“Major 
Fucker") to refer to bachelors with 
wild reputations. Even conscripts 
tend to have a steady girl al home, 
or at least claim they do. 

All this exists side by side with an 
almost universally accepted double 
standard. The girlfriend or wife uw 
home is generally held on a pedestal 
and expected to be faithful to her 
man. The man, on the other hand, is 
free to follow his needs, as long as 
he does not get caught. An example 
of this attitude is the response of 
reservists in the tank corps lo one 
soldier's vivid description of his 
open marriage, in which both 
spouses feel free to enjoy olher sex- 
ual partners. All that his buddies 
wanted to know was, “Doesn't it 
bother you that she sleeps with 
other men? 

Moreover, though the wile or 
girlfriend is a defined individual, 
men in the army tend Lo depersonify 
women in general; soldiers refer to 
them as if they were disembodied 
genitalia. Soldiers who would not 
use such language themselves do 
not trouble to rebuke others who- 
do. This reduction of women to 
their sexual organs may help explain 
reports by women soldiers thal the 
war has given specious legitimation 
to behaviour which they find annoy- 
ing. One young woman soldier suys, 
“T can understand it when my 
boyfriend comes back from the 
front und wants to go to bed with 
me before we talk about anything 
else. But there are lots of officers 
who have not seen combat, though 
they have been in Lebanon to 
provide reur-guard services. They 
seem Lo feel they have a right to any 
woman soldier they encounter on 
their way to and from.Lebanon, as if 
they were baltle-weary and 
‘deserved’ to have sex anywhere, 
anytime,"" 


These officers are clearly- 


“hitching a ride” on thé casily un- 
derstood needs of soldiers at the 
front. There is a saying among IDF 
conscripts that being in the ormy 
makes you “tiorny, hungry and 
“dred.” Being at war does this ten 
Umes over, _. ᾿ 
Commenting on sexual depriva- 
tion “π΄ wartime conditions, Dr. 
Wernik says, “It is a cruel twist that 
in addition to having:to witness and 
participate in the horrors of war, 
soldiers ure deprived of one of the 
mosl pleasant and pleasurable rela- 
tions among people.” ῸὋῸ Π

The Tourist locates the municipal 
information office. The woman 
there, filtyish, straight-backed, hair 
the colour of a camel-hair coat, sm- 
iles behind her counter of colourful 
booklets on Munich.

The Tourist says he wants to visit 
Dachau. The woman's face does not 
change, the smile does not alter; but 
a sort of icy film seems to pass over 
the pupils of her eyes. So icy that 
the Tourist is chilled. Did he suy 


something bad? 


Nothing in the woman's preity 
brochures indicates the existence 
of Konzentrationslagerdenkmal 
Dachau. Bul she knows where it is. 
She gives the Tourist n map, of the 
Munich public transportation 
system. “The SS will take you to 
Dachau,” she says. The Tourist 
blanches — he must have misheard, 
“You go with the S-2 train to 
Dichau station,” she repeats. 
“From there the number three bus 
to the memorial.” Then she udds, 
gratuitously, “It is rather far. And it 
would seem un excellent chance for 


rain today.” 


The Tourist thanks her for the 
directions and for the weather 
forecast, and returns to the main 
hall of the Bahnhof, which is still 
resounding with hoarse football 


chants, 


The S-2 lo Peterhausen — 
Dachau disconcertingly is nol this 
train’s final destination — glides 
into the station. The Tourist boards 
and settles himself into a plush plaid 
seal, The interior is panelled in 
polyethylene, crafted, no doubl at 
twice the price, to look like wood. 
The train slides briskly nway from 
the platform. This crisp eleetric 
dynamo-.on wheels offers not a δι8- 
gestion of traditional railroad 
clackety-clack.

The Tourist is stunned. Motorcy- 
cle outlaws dedicated to peace and 
freedom. Well, why not? Virtually 
every West German he has spoken 
to on this journey has expressed 
passionale dedication to the Euro- 
pean peace movement. They are 
determined to prevent Germany 
from being the battlefield for the 
two superpowers. And so it seems 
they have mobilized everyone 
among the young generation tu op- 
pose NATO und the neutron bomb 
— everyone, including the black- 
jacket outlaws. Mass Teutonic 
behaviour? If Hannah Arendt was 
correct about the banality of evil, 
perhaps there is also n banality of 
good. 

The cyclists move on and the 
Tourist is now within the compound 
and there is no escnping this visit 
and, as he feared, the banulity of his 
own response lo it. He strolls ahout, 
survivor, conqueror, day-tripper 
with camera and note-pad and for 
all that still unequipped. 


INVOLUNTARILY catching his 
breath, he enters a gas chamber. In 
defiance of one of the 10 rules 
posted at the gate (Do Not Deface 
or Damage the Exhibits), “Never 
Again" has been scratched on the 
wall of the chamber. The slogan in 
turn has been scratched over by 
someone else, Damage and Delace. 
He inspects the crematoria. 
Blinking, he imagines, as he has 
imagined so many times on this trip 
to Germany, the irritation of fly as 


in the corners of his eyes. Someone, — 


he is depressed to discover, has tos- 
sed a spent flashcube into one of the 
ovens. 

He crosses the Appelliptatz 
parade ground, passing the site of 
the infamous Block 5, where Prof. 
Dr. Schilling and Dr. Rascher froze 
inmates or injected them with 
everything from malaria to horse 
bleed. 

He photographs the camp's 
original gate, with its Arbeit Macht 
Frei worked into the iron. 

He steps along the Graben, the 
blood ditch, where the executions 
were carried out. The grass is lush 
here at the perimeter of the camp. 
Open fields stretch beyond, birds 
twitter and buds are ripening on 
pussy willows. 

The coming of spring seems 
banal. The flashcube in the 
crematorium is banal. The Tourist is 
banal. 

Driven in search of his own [eel- 
ings, the Tourist spends hours in the 
compound, tracing his way over 
every inch of its sacred-profane soil. 
He covers the disinfection barracks 
in one far corner, visits the ‘site of 
what was once the camp’s markel- 
garden, and views the rifle range 
where 6,000 Russian prisoners of 
war were. execuled, He even enters 
doors marked Kein Zutritt — No 
Entry —.and finds himself behind 
the crematoria ovens. 

A little-used path beyond that 
building leads through the trees and 
surprisingly ends ina leafy glen con- 


. laining a smail memorial to the 


Jewish victims of Dachau: behind 
an Iron chain and resting on an ivy- 
covered. mound surrounded by 
neatly trimmed hedges is a stone 


+ “marker; Menora over Star of David

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Law and an Pith) commandatent, 
“Do Not Forget.” in Hebres, 
German und English. 


THE GROUNDS of Dachau con 
Wain a Carmelite convent. and 
Catholic, Protestant and Jewish 
memorial chapels. The first of these 
to be built was the Cathalic 
Todesungst Christi Kapelle, in 1960, 
The latest uddition is an ‘inter- 
national memorial chapel" built in 
1968. All of the churches are glass- 
and-concrete structures in the flar- 
ing, 20th-century ecclesiastical 


‘style. 


By contrast, the Jewish Memorial 
Temple, the smallest of the chupels, 
which was built in 1965 by the 
Bavarain Jewish community, is u 
black basalt bunker-like affair. One 
approaches it by walking down a 
flagstone path. [15 underground 
maw recalls an [sraeli observation 
fortress on the Golan. Inside is a 
spure black chamber, empty but for 
some thick candies set in sockets in 
the wall. A small opening in the roof 
allows a glimpse of the sky. The iron 
gale in front of the chamber sug- 
gests burbed wire. Outside is a 
curious sort of stone font in which 
the Tourist finds a soiled pamphtet 
which declares: "Jesus ist das Licht 
und das Leben,” 

“Ain't that lousy?" This is spoken 
by a middle-aged American who ap- 
pears just as the Tourist is removing 


the offending pamphlel. The 
Tourist shrugs, thinking of 


flashcubes in the crematorium, 
thinking of the banality of good. 


The American introduces himself 


as Ed Zimmerman of San Diego, 
and wrings the Tourist's hand 
warmly when he learns he is from 
Jerusalem. Ed says he was with the 
U.S. Seventh Army and helped 
liberate the camp. He describes 
what it was like, but only briefly, 
Words defeat him. Suddenly he 
takes out q prayer book and sug- 
gesls that they recile Kaddish. The 
Tourist agrees, although he points 
out that one really needs a minyan 
for saying the memorial prayer for 
the dead. “Well, it ain't like we're 
exactly alone here,” Ed says, 

Just at that moment, however, the 


massive bell of the nearby Catholic’ 


church begins to toll, The two Jews 
wait for it to stop, The bell rings.for 
a full minute, then two, then three, 
They shift on their feet. Ed says ina 
raised voice ‘that he -has been 


“visiting all the ‘places where he 
served. during the war. London.” 
Omaha Beach. This forest. ‘That - 
forest. Now Dachau. “That lousy , 


bell," he shouts. ° ᾿ 


hell put ἐμ their skulleaps, and 
fepeat the prayer, alfirming the 
grealness of Gad 

Incredibly, the bell does net sop 
for a full quarter-hour, By this ume 
kd and the Tourist have nothing 
else to say. They shake hands and 
Mutter various meaningless things 
und go their separate witys. 


AFTER THE hours of wandering 
about the compound, the museum 
in the former camp administration 
building seems something of a let- 
down. It contains only one “ar- 
tifact™ — a polished wood whipping 
block. The rest of the disflays ure 
photographs — depressingly 
familiar to anyone who has been to 
Yad Vashem or other Holocaust 
memorials, There are lurge mups of 
the Nazi Gulag of concentration 
camps — Dachau itself had a score 
of subsidiary camps, but all are 
obliterated now under new housing 
developments. And there are pillars 
marking the 31 nutionulities of the 
people who were imprisoned here, 

For the equivalent of $6 the 
Tourist purchuses an album that 
contains all of the photographs and 
documents in the museum. He also 
attends αὶ short film (no one under 
12 admitted) in the museum 
auditorium, The film is shown 
several times a day in a number of 
languages. He goes to the showing 
with the German narration. About n 
dozen other people are in the hall, 
sloically watching the Reichstug 
fire, the book-burnings, the rantings 
of Hitler, the establishment of this 
model concentration camp, its 
liberation, the U.S. troops bringing 
in German civilians to view the 
heaps of corpses. The lights come 
on and everyone files out silently, 

The Tourist notices that some of 
those who had been in the cinemo 
hall are American soldiers. He asks 
why they've come to Dachau, and 
the young men answer shyly that 
their lieutenant simply arranged the 
trip for them. The Tourist asks why 
they think their officer chose this 
place for an outing. One soldier 
Ventures that “he probably thought 
it would be good for us to come 
here." And was it good? “Oh, yeah, 
il was good.” 

The Tourist is to hear that word 
again in just afew minutes, Near the 
exit of the museum is n book where 
visitors may record their names and, 


if they wish, their thoughts. The- 


Tourist stands behind a young 
German girl and waits as she signs 
her name and then mulls over what 
to add. Two or three minutes go by. 
Finally she drops her pen into hor 
purse, turns to the Tourist, and sm- 
fles apologetically. "1 can’t think of 
anything good to writs,” she says 
sadly. 

And that evening, at twilight, as 
the Tourist sits alone in his com- 
partment in a train racing across the 
heart of Germany, through the dark 
Aeart of Europe, he ponders the 
question of whether it Is “good” to 
visit the site of a concentration 
camp, the site of perhaps the 
blackest_ moment of all In Jewish 
history. And he recalis the closing 
words of Andre Schwarz-Bart’s The 
Last of the Just; . : Ὰ

READERS who have graduated 
from pulp novels about the wild and 
woolly West to an interest in the 
,even wilder und wuotlier Real West 
will welcome the series of first-rute 
studies published by the University 
of Oklahoma Press at Norman. 
These scholarly books are as ex- 
ciling as anything dreamed up by 
Zane Grey, James Warner Bellah 
(America’s answer to Kipling) or 
current bestselling authors like 
Louis L’Amour, and they are 
beautifully praduced on fine paper 
with generous margins, com- 
plemented by careful attention to 
typography, binding cloth and even 
endpapers. 

Slim Buttes 1876: an Episode 
of the Great Sioux War by Jerome 
A. Greene ($12.95) examines 
General George Crook's controver- 
sinl “‘Horsemeat March" 
culminating in the battle which is 
considered the turning point of the 
Sioux Wars. After Lieutenant 
General George A. Custer’s shock- 
ing defeat at the Little Big Horn 
River, Montana Territory, in 1876, 
General Crook and the men of his 
Big Horn and Yellowstone Expedi- 
tion were given orders to pursue 
and subjugate restive tribes of the 
Northern Cheyenne and Teton 
Sioux Indians in the area. 

General Crook, an able and ex- 
perienced Indian campaigner, in- 
sisted that his men travel light and 
fast. This tactic nearly proved dis- 
astrous. Provisions ran out, and, 
with the nearest settlements still far 
away in the Black Hills, Crook's 
troops were forced to abandon, and 
later to devour, their exhausted and 
stringy mounts, 

When a detachment under Cap- 
tain Anson Mills was dispatched to 
bring provisions from the settle- 
ments ahead, they accidentally 
came across a large Indian village at 
Slim Buttes, Lured as much by sup- 
plies of food in the village as by a 
desire to subjugate the Indians, 
Mills attacked, Crook arrived with 
reinforcements, and by the evening 
of the second day, September 9, 
1876, the battle waa over. 

The climax of General Crook's 
career and of one of the most ar- 


- duous military expeditions in 


American history, this battle 
became the first of a series of blows 
that ultimately broke the Indians’ 
resistance and forced their submis- 
sion. 

The victory was not without ils 
critics. Officers and men under 
Crook’s command were nearly una- 
nimous in stripping the glory from 
the victor. Doubts were voiced 
about whether the Indians involved 
had indeed anything to do with 
Custer's defeat, and Crook's starva- 
tion march succeeded in completely 
alienating his command, One of- 
ficer of the Fifth Cavalry even put 
the grievances into the form of a 
long poem, one stanza of which 
runs; " 

For greater yet will be the fight 

When someone dares the truth to 
write; 

Of Slim Buttes bloodless dried beef 

Sight : 

And George's great absurdity, 
Slim Buttes, 1876 presents in vivid 


+. detail the grisly realities of the’ In- 


dian Wars and the suffering cx-

The author, a research historian 


’ whose special interest in the Acmy- 

' Indian warfare of the late, 
Οἷς nineteenth, century, has fold his tale _ 
. well ‘and vividly portrays the 
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Masked “kachina” dancers, from “The Year of the Hopt: Paintings and 
Photographs by Joseph Mora, 1904-6" (Smithsonian/Rizzoli, $12.50). Jo 
Mora, an artist who was equally at home with a camera or a paintbrush, 
worked among the Indians of Arizona, recording their ceremonials, in- 
cluding the famous Snake Dance performed with live rattlers. In the 
process he came to respect the Indians and they tn their turn grew to ad- 
mire him. The book is a valuable contribution to Indian ethnology.

protagonists. 1 was particularly 
taken with Frank Grouard, Crook's 
chief scout, who was "born a 
Polynesian,” the son of a missionary 
father and a South Sea Islands 
mother, and who was “raised by In- 
dians. 

Margaret Coel's Chief Left Hand: 
Southern Arapaho ($15.95) is the 
first biography of the legendary 
leader of the Plains Indians, 

Working from government 
reports, manuscripts, and the 
diaries and lettefs of those — both 
white and Indian ~ who knew him, 
Margaret Coel has developed an 
unusually readable, interesting, and 
closely documented account of his 
life and the life of his tribe during 
the fateful years of the mid-!800s. 

Tt was in these years that thou- 
sands of gold-scekers on their way 
to California and Oregon burst 
across the plains, first to traverse 
the territory consigned to the In- 
dians and then, with the discovery 
of gold in 1858 on Little Dry Creek 
(formerly the site of the Southern 
Arapaho winter campground and 
now Denver, Colorado), to settle. . 

Chief Left Hand astonished these 
early gold prospectors by greeting 
them in their own language, which 
he'd learned as a child. The 
Arnpahos were a peaceful people 
(their name comes from the Pawnee 
word for trader) who had preceded 


.the white men to the Plains by only 


50 years or 80, migrating from the 
Red River country of Minnesota, 
The chief was one of the first of his 
people to acknowledge the in- 
evitability of the white man’s 
presence on the plains, qnd 


thereafter [Ὁ espouse a policy ο΄ 


adamant peacefulness — if nol, 
Tinally, friendship — toward the 
hew-comers, 

Chief Left Hand is not only a con- 
suming story — popular history at 
its best — but an important work of 
original scholarship. Coel, who has 
spent years researching primary 


source material for the book in 
archives across the States and in 
London, has visited every fort, bat- 
tleground and Indian campground 
that features in the story of Chief 
Left Hand and has come to know 
the Southern Arapahos of Concho 
and Geary, Oklahoma. 

In the book, she clearly es- 
tnblishes the separate identities of 
the original Left Hand, the subject 
of her book, and the man by the 
same name who succeeded Little 
Raven in [889 as the principal chief 
of the Southern Arapahos in 
Oklahoma — a longtime source of 
confusion to students of western 
history. 

Basing her study on a series of 
previously-unpubtished letters by 
George Bent, Coel settles a 
century-long dispute among 
historians as to Left Hand’s fate at 
Sand Creek. 

Her most valuable contribution 
to the history of the notorious Sand 
Creek Massacre is to examine the 
role played by John A. Evans, first 
governor of Colorado, 

Cotonel Chivington, commander 
of the Colorado Volunteers, has 
always (and justly) been held 
responsible for the surprise uttack, 
But Governor Evans, who 
afterwards claimed ignorance and 
innocence of the colonel’s Inten- 
tions, was also deeply involved. His 
letters, on file in the Colorado State 
Archives, have somehow escaped 
the scrutiny of historiana and re- 
main, for the. most pari, un- 
published. These Coel has used ex- 
tensively, allowing the governor to 
tell, in his own. words, his real role in 
the massacre. The author also ex- 
amines Evans’ motivations for com- 
ing to Colorado, his involvement 
with the building of the transcon- 
tinenta! railrond, and his intention 
of clearing the Southern Ampahos 


from the plains — an intention that - 


abetted Chivington’s ambitions and 
led to thelr ruthless slaughter at 
Sand Creek. 

- Glenn Shirley's Heck Thomas: 
Frontier Marshal, ($15.95), a reprint 


of 4 1962 title, is the story of one of 
the famed Three Guardsmen who 
brought Jaw and order to the 
Oklahoma and Indian territories at 
the turn of the century. Thomas, 
logether with Bill Tilghman sand 
Chris Madsen, formed one of the 
most effective law-enforcement 
combinations in the American 
West. 

Thomas came to Oklahoma by 
way of the 35th Georgia Volunteers 
(at the age of twelve during the Civil 
War), a stint as a policeman in 
Allanta during the Reconstruction 
Era, and action against Sam Bass 
and the Lee gang as an express mes- 
senger on a Texas railroad, 

The notorious road-agent, Sam 
Bass, died in 1877 in a shootout on 
the streets of Round Rock, near 
Austin, after being relentlessly pur- 
sued across the South-west by Heck 
Thomas — but it took a troop of 
Texas Rangers to complete the job. 

In 1886, ‘Thomas began riding for 
“Hanging Judge” Isaac C. Parker of 
Fort Smith, who was responsible for 
policing the Indian Territory. 

As Oklahoma opened for settle- 
ment, Heck Thomas was transferred 
from one trouble spot to another. 
He and Bill Tilghman subdued the 
notorious “Hell’s Half Acre” in 
Perry, and separately and together 
the Guardsmen worked to eliminate 
the rampaging Dalton and Doolin 
gangs. Emmett Dalton, the only sur- 
vivor of the famous gunfight at Cof- 
feyville, Kansas, in October 1892, 
Jater admitted that Heck Thomas 
had become the gang's Nemesis. 

From 1893 to 1900 Thomas 
served 2s a deputy, marsha) under 
every U.S. marshal appointed in In- 
dian Territory. As chief of police he 
helped tame Lawton, and he was a 
deputy for the Western District of 
Oklahoma when he died in 1912. 

Tall, handsome, soft-spoken, and 
deadly with a gun, Heck Thomas 
was the kind of man that legends are 
made of. 

John Owen wrote in his diary on 
February 18, 1852, “Gold Hunting, 
Found Some.” It was the beginning 
of Montana's fabulous series of gold 
strikes, the calibre of which can be 
gauged by the fact that 14-mile-long 
Alder Gulch eventually yielded 
over $100 million worth. 

This, to quote from Lew L. Cal- 
laway’s Montana's Righteous 
Hangmen: The Vigilantes in Action 
($12.95), “inevitably attracted one 
of the largest collections of thioves 
and murderers ever to infest a com- 
munity."* Equally incvitably, the 
outraged citizenry formed 
themselves into Vigilante associa- 
tions, somewhat on the lines of 
Kolbgiek or a distinguished con- 
temporary of The Jerusalem Post. 

Led by Captain James Williams, 
their “Executive Officer,” they set 
about dispensing rough justice. in 
an cpisode reminiscent af a B- 
movie plot they summarily dealt 
with Sheriff Henry Plummer, 4 
cardsharp and murderer who had 
re eradereatd been appointed to the 
job in an honest election. Instead of 
protecting the citizens of Bannack, 
however, Plummer was the secret 
leador of a gang of killers, The 
Vigilantes, suiting the punishment 
to the crime, strung him up on a gal- 
lows that he had erected for the use 
of others. ᾿ 

On the day Joseph A, Sinde was 
hanged by the Montana Vigilantes, 
he carried the severed ears of one of 
his vietims in his pocket. In the 
history of the Old West the name 
Sinde is synonymous with all (hat is 
infamous and crucl. Yet Slade is 
alsa. credited with efficiently 
organizing and. managing the 
Overland stage route ond clearing

Lew L Callaway grew up on the 
ranch managed by his father, 
Colonel James Edmund Callaway, 
in partnership with Captain Wil- 
liams, the Vigitante’s former leader. 
Young Callaway, who grew up to be 
chief justice of the Montang 
Supreme Court, knew him also as 
the father of his best friends, the 
Williams boys, and from Captain 
Williams ἢ πεῖ Callaway heard 
the tale of the Vigilantes and their 
fateful rides. 


ANOTHER university press, that in 
Lincoln, Nebraska, publishes many 
bovks un the Old West. Recently is- 
sued is Don Worcester's The 
Chisholm Trail ($14.50), the story of 
the great cattle drives from Texas 
northwards across the Plains which 
produced America's most enduring 
folk hero, the cowboy. Wearing 4 
sombrero and skilfully wiclding o 
jJariat from the back of a half- 
broken mustang, the cowboy even- 
tually displaced the frontiersman 
and fur-trapper in the popular 
invagination, 

Jesse Chisholm himself was a 
Cherokee-Scot trader whose wagon 
tracks across Indian Territory, from 
San Antonio to Kansas, were fol- 
lowed by the trail bosses of the 
earliest cattle drives. 

1a the era of the long drives — the 
1870s und ‘80s — the Chisholm Trail 
‘was the most used of the Texas cal- 
stle routes and by far the best known, 
In fact, its name came to be applied 
indiscriminately to any route that 
cattle might follow out of Texas, 
For two decades trail bosses, cow- 
boys, and cooks followed longhorns 
up the Chisholm Trail, unaware that 
they were creating a legendary West 
that would long outlive the open 
range and the cattle kingdom, 

Don Worcester, professor of 
history at Texas Christian Univer- 
sity, recreates the world of the caw- 
boys on the Chisholm Trail. Starting 
with the early-day wild cow hunts in 
the Brasada — the brush country 
between the Nueces and the Rio 
Grande — he traces the expansion 
of the range cattle industry to its 
culmination in the huge syndicates 
of a later period, focusing always on 
the main actors in the story; the 
brush poppers chasing reluctant 
longhorns out of the mesquite, the 
trail crews, the cattle kings and 
queens, the trailing contractors, and 
the lowly longhorns and cow ponies 
themselves. ὦ 


FINALLY, Berkiey Books have 
been getting into the act with a 
paperback reprint of Irving Stone's 
950 story of the opening of the Far 
West, Men to Match My Mountains 
($8.95). Described as a “monumen- 
(al saga” (presumably carved out of 
Carrara marble like Stone's famous 
Michelangelo biography Tie Agony 
and the Ecstasy) the book is a 
pageant of giants. Men like John 
Sutter, the Emperor of California 
whose dream of paradise was shat- 
tered by the gold rush, and Brigham 
Young, the Mormon leader who 
tamed the desert with sacred texts, 
throng Stone's colourful pages (he 
uses pigment as generously as Yan 
Gogh, the hero of his bestselling 
Lust for Life).

HOWARD SACHAR'S new book 
on Egypt and Esrael is described in a 
lypically exhaustive subtitle as “a 
tale of two neighbours and of the 
historical circumstances that 
entwined their destinies from the 
opening of the twentieth century to 
the recent Egyptian-[sracii treaty of 
peace." Regrettably, however, what 
we are being offered here is nothing 
more than a detailed and 
workmanlike record of the che- 
quered history of relations between 
Egypt ‘and the State of Israel, with 
only a passing reference or two to 
the years preceding Egypt's 
embroilment in the Palestine 
problem. 

The reason why this is to be 
regretted is that the twa neighbours 
in question had direct encounters 
and entwined destinies a long time 
prior to the Thirties and Forties of 
this century. An account of these 
ancient encounters would have 
been timely and enlightening — and 
more meaningful than a summary, 
however able, of recent events and 
developments. 

Morever, even in terms of the 
author's rather restricted historical 
context, there are several problems 
und preoccupations common to 
Egypt and to Israel which tend to 
make their present circumstances 
and future prospects analogous and 
even parallel. These include not 
only questions of “identily,” the 
problem of reconciling deeply 
rooted religions tradition with the 
demands of nationhood and moder- 
nity, and aspects of “self-image”; 
some of them have to do with more 
practical issues such as accultura- 
tion, the introduction of modern 
technology, and generally surviving 
in a World virtually divided between 
two rival world power blocs. 

However, Howard Sachar doesn't 
.discuss any of these points, Instead, 
the reader is overwhelmed by a 
sometimes tedious historical survey 
made all the more irritating by the 
author's habit of over-dramatizing 
his narrative. (A six-page chapter is 
somewhat irrelevantly entitled 
“Overture to a Confrontation,” and 
contains lwo sub-headings: “Egypt, 
Egyptian Jewry, and the Jewish 
National Home,” and “1936; The 
Turning Point.” King Hussein of 
Jordan is “the little Hashemite 
monarch", Nasser's Pan-Arab ef- 
farts become ‘'Egyptian 
Imperialism"; a decade of com- 
parative quiet on the Israeli- 
Egyptian borders becomes "A 
Decade of Oblique Confrontation”;

TO SAY thal Self-Views in Historical 
Perspective in Egypt and Israel com- 
plements Dr. Sachar’s volume is to 
do both books an injustice. They are 
written at two different levels, and 
should be judged as such. Professor 
Shimon Shamir is the incumbent of 
the Kaplan Chair in the History of 
Egypt and Israel, Te) Aviv Univer- 
sity, and the volume he has edited is 
the record of an Israeli-EgypUan 
colloquium held at the university 
two years ago, at which time the 
new Chair was established. 

The original subject of the collo- 
quium was “Historical Interpreta- 
tion and Self-View in Egypt and 
Israel." As Shamir points out in 
his introduction, however, the pro- 
ject suffered from a certain lack of 
symmetry; While the [sracli-Sowish 
side included several eminent 
scholara from Isracl and the 
Dinsporn, the Egyptian side was 
represented by only two Egyptian 
scholar, one of them the First 
Secretary at the Egyptian Embassy 


in Fel Aviv. 

The symposium dealt mostly with 
Uhrec aspecis of a self-view, which 
Shamir regards as inherent in Egyp- 
lian and Jewish hlatorical in- 
terpretations, These are: a) the 
question of continully — how a 
present-day society relates to its 
collective past, and whether it 
represents a continuation of, or a 
departure from, that past; δ) the is- 
aue of identity — how to define the 
nature of the corporate entily, and 
its relation to others; and c) the 
problem of modernity — how do 
these societies relate to the modern, 
Western world, and to what extent 
is their historical legacy and par- 
ticular identity compatible with 
modernity? 

This is a tall order by any scholar- 
ly standard, and is certain to supply 
material for research and study for 
years to come. Even in the in- 
evitably restricted colloquium, ἃ 
wealth of information and ideas was 
exchanged by the participants, 
which it is Impussible to do justice 
to in a review. 

The collnquium was divided into 
three parts: Egyptian Self-Views, 
Jewish-lsraeli Self-Views, and 
Reflections and Parallels. The most 
relevant to the theme of parallels is 
of course the lnst. Here Elie 
Kedourie, Joel Kraemer and Nadav 
Safran, each in his different way, try 
to relate the sets of problems and 
challenges that face Egyptian and 
israeli societies in their respective 
quests for a national-cultural iden- 
tity. 


KRAEMER'S SUBTLE equation 
of the Egyptian Nahda (Awakening) 
and the Jewish Haskala 
(Enlightenment) {s apt and 
evocative, while Safran's emphusis 
on the rellgio-political cor- 
respondences is equally enlighten- 
ing. Referring to fundamentalism in 
contemporary Islam and Judaism, 
he finds typical of both # “lack of 
concern with existing realities, with 
causes and effects, with pressures 
and consequences,” 

Kedouric's contribution is brief, 
incisive, and typically debunking. 
The burden of the past which ws 
supposed to lie so heavily on Egypt 
and Israel he dismisses as something 
that would have been unintelligible 
to Jews and Moslems of @ 
traditional cast of mind, and living 
in a traditional society. [t was the 
challenge posed by the modern 
world that upset this self-view for 
beth Jew and Mosiem, 


In the case of the former, two 
alternative self-views were 
developed: One was promoted by 
the Haskala, and depicted the Jews 
as pact of world history — “Nat of 
providential history which is 
recounted in the Bible and the 
sacred scriptures, but of world 
history, and in the sense that 
Toynbee writes wartd history.” 

The other self-view, and equally 
irreconcilable with ¢hat of the 
traditional Jew, is proposed by 
Zionism: “The Jewish people have 
been homeless ever since their Ex- 
ile, and this homelessness explains 
all the vicissitudes of Jewish tife and 
Jewish history, And they have to 
have a home, for if they have a 
home then Judaism, Jewishness, 
and the values of the Jewish people 
will be preserved." 

One difficulty of this self-view is 
that it must compete with the other 
two self-views. There is the added 
difficulty that “if the only centri is- 
sues in Jewish history are homeles- 
snesy and the desire to regain a 
home, what does one do ubout 
Jewish history in the Diaspora’! fs it 
something to be cancelled, 
something to he pul in purenthesis, 
something lo be forgotten? [s it an 
abberration?" 

The logic of these questions and 
objections is impeccable. 
Nevertheless, it is the present-day, 
largely non-traditional Jew that we 
are talking about and — as Shamir 
points out in ἢ remark made almost 
in passing --- even the basic distinc- 
don between Judaism and Islam in- 
dicated by Kedourle “completely 
disappears” in the context of con- 
temporary fundamentalism, since 
“the Jewish radicul movement is no 
less political than its Islamic 
counterpart," 

These sre difficult questions 
which will not doubt continue to 
keep us all busy for a long time. 
Thele relevance, however, is not 
always immediately apparent. 
Perhaps we should follow the exam- 
ple of Dr, Hugsein Fawzi, one of the 
two Egyptian participants in the col- 
loquium, and a great humanist and 
man of letters of the old generation. 
He lists five of the leading topics 
which, in his lifetime, gave rise to 
conflicting views and self-views in 
Egypt. He had participated in these 
debates but concludes: ‘Personally, 
I pul these controversies behind me, 
1am sure that Egypt will continue to 
develop on the basis of its great 
heritage, and will remain trus to its 
ideals and ils search for peace.’ 0 


THESE Studies in Judaism and 
Islam (edited by Shelomo Morag, 
{ssachar Ben-Ami and Norman Still- 
man. Jerusalem: The Magnes 
Press. 383 pp. No price stated) were 
presented to Professor Shlemo Dov 
Goitein on the occasion of his 
eightieth birthday by his students, 
colleagues and friends.

It is a fitting tribute to a scholar 
who has contributed more to the 
study of the history and cultures of 
Jewish communities under Islam 
than any other living person. 
Contributors to the volume include 
Franz Rosenthal, Moshe Perlman, 
Bernard Lewis, Haim Blanc, Ken- 
neth Brown and 13 other scholars 
who cover a great deal of ground. 
Naturally, very (ew of these studies 
are written for the layman; but 
those of us who had the privilege of 
being introduced to this discipline. 
by Goitein himself will derive much

$36) can be considered a tribute to 
Professor Goitein's long and 
diligent work in Geniza studies, As 
the author points out, the most 
significan{ contribution to the study 
of medieval Jewish: communities in 


the Arab world has been made by - 
* Goitein, ospecially in the second 


part of his monumental three- 
volume work, 4 Mediterranean. 
Society. Using largely unpublished 
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manuscripts from the Cairo Geniza, 
us well as Islamic-Arabie sources, 
Professor Cohen deals, with the 
origin and functions of the Egyptian 
office of “Head of the Jews," also 
known as the Nagid, He challenges 
the still prevailing theory that the 
office was created suddenly by 
government fial sometime in the 
10th century when the Fatimids 
conquered Egypt. He demonstrntes 
how the office in fact gradually 
evolved as a communal response to 
political and social developments in 
the Moslem world as a whale, 
The subtitle of the book is The 
Origins of the Office of Head of the 
Jews, circa 1065-1126, and in the 
course of the study the author 
makes it clear that the 10th and 


lth centuries, which witnessed the 


rise and functioning of the 
Headship of the Jews (Nugidate) in 
Egypt, also witnessed a reciprocatly 
related cmergence of econonically 
prosperous centres of aiitonomous 
Jewish life tn Spain and Nortly 
Alrica — and this αἱ a time of 
solipse experienced by the great
